Vancouver, Oct. 8—The annals of 
the north furnish nothing more thril- 
ling than the recent exp ®rience 
the wilds of Alaska of Geo. Bruce 
White, or Ottawa, the Canadian 1 pre: 
sentmive on one of the American par- 
Wes engaged in the Alaska boundary 
survey, and his assistants, D.V. Riteh- 
ie, of Ottawa, and Arciiie Runnaels, of 
Vancouver, The three Canadians were 
marooned on an island in a swift run- 
ning Alaska river owing to their boat 
breaking, from her moorings. The 
eraft contained all their food with the 
exception of a few supplies landed 
while in camp. 

Runnaels volunteered to go for 
sistance. Breathfessly his compan- 
ions watched him struggle through the 
rapids, never expecting him to reach 
shore. Then alter four days’ walk 
across the mountains without food, he 
dragged himself into the main camp 
of the expedition. It was on the tenth 
day after his departure that he 
brought help and food to the tamish- 
ed Canadians, who were found utter- 
ly exhausted.

VOLUNTEER BOUNTY ACT. 


Department of Interinr Wil! Recogniz; 
Assignments Only Under Certain 
Conditions. 


Ottawa Oct. 9.-—-A formal notice 
was to-day issued by the Department 
of the Interior in the form of a pub- 
lie notice, which is being sent to all 
agents of the government throughout 
the country with regard to the assign- 
ment of South African volunteers’ 
land grants. Under subsection 3 of 
section 6 of the Volunteer Bounty Act 
Of last session, it is provided that no 
assigninents of the rights of a volun- 
teer by the appointment of a substi- 
tute, shall be accepted or recognized 
by the department of the interior un- 
less such assignment has been execut- 
ed and dated after the date of the 
warrant for the land grant hi 
issued by the Minister of Militia and 
Defence in favor of volunteers, 

Some question has arisen as to the 
proper interpretation of section 4 ot 
the act as regards the time .within 
which the grantee is required to per- 
fect his entry by going into actual re- 
sidence upon the land. In order to 
avoid any confusion in this respect, it 
has been decided that the volunteer 
or his substitute should state in his 
application for entry that he agrees 
to go into residence upon his land 
within six mentha of the date of en- 
try, and thus comply with the terms 
and conditions prescribed by the 
homestead provisions of the Domin- 
ion Lands act, ie whieh all volubicer 
grants are made subject to section 4 
of the Volunteer Bounty Act.

A Significant Motto is Displayed at 
a Meeting at Wolseley Addressed 


by Hon. Frank Oliver.

Wolseley, Sask., Oct. 8—A large and 
enthusiastic audience assembled in 
the town hall tonight for the purpose 
of hearing Hon. Frank Oliver, min- 
ister of interior. The platform was 
tastefully decorated and the follow- 
ing mottoes hung on the walls, “Laur- 
ier, Brown and Victory,” “Laurier 
Will Build the H. B. Railway,” 
“Laurier is building the G. T. P. as 
Promised,” “A Vote for Laurier is a 


Vote Against Protection,”’ “Let. Laur- 
ier Finish His Work.” 
Tie ehair was occupied by J. P 


Dill, president of the local Liberal as- 
sociation, who called on J. F. Brown, 
K.C., the Liberal candidate for Qu’- 
Appelle constituency to address the 
meeting. Mi. Brown «poke for about 
forty minutes and dealt chiefly with 
the subject of transportation urging 
the electors to return to power a party 
pledged to the immediate building of 
the Hudson Bay railway. Prolonged 
applause at the clése of his speech 
testified to the sympathy of the audi- 


ence with his remarks and also to 
his rapidly growing popularity with 
electors of this constituency. Mr. 


Dil) then introduced the apeaker of 
the evening, Hon. Frank Oliver, and 
onee more the hall rang with cheers 
ard applause. 

Deals With Extravagance Charge. 

Mr. Oliver made an excellent ym- 
pression on his audience by his clear 
and dignified refutation of the charges 
made against the government by thc 
opposition. He first dealt with thi 
charge of extravagance showing that 
the tremendous develppment of — the 
past 12 years necessitated a large ex- 
penditure, and stating that he had no 
apology to make for following up the 
increase of trade with an increase ci 
expenditure. He met the accusation 
of increased taxation by proving that 


if-the rate of taxation of 1896 had 
been levied in 1907 the taxés would 
have amounted to ten millions more 


in that year than the amount collected 
under the present system. He stated 
that taxes in 189 were nearly fifteen 
per cent, heavier than now and he 
showed thai the government's policy 
was to adjust the tariff for purposes cf 
revenue,whereas the policy of the Con- 
servative purty was to use the tarilf 
poses of protection for the ben- 
efit of the manufacturers, He read st 
length extracts from speeches of lead- 
ing Conservatives urging the govern- 
ment to place higher duties on im- 
plements, woollena, binder twine, ete 
Denounced Slander Campaign.

Head of English Shipbuilding Firm, 
Tired of Strife, Proposes to Sell 
Business to Men.

London, Oct. B—A meeting memor- 
able in the annals of the relations cf 
capital and labor oceurred yesterday 
at West Hartelpool, a shipbuilding 
centre on the northeast coast of Eng- 
land. There, Sir Christopher Furness, 
M.P., head of the firm of Furness, 
Whithy and company, called together 
his workmen and informed them that, 
tired of the continual strife, incessant 
Strikes, exorbitant demands and soc. 
ialistic interference, he had decided 
to make them a proposition. This 
was thut they either buy out the firm’s 
shipyard, which trades unions had en- 
ough money to do, or enter into part- 
nership with the firm on a profit-shar- 
ing basis. He said that in either Case 
the business could be carried on,while 
it could not under the present circum- 
stances. The strikes, he declared, must 
cease or the works would be closed, 

After délivering a bridiant and 
graphic speech, in which he explained 
the real role and real difficulties of 
capital, Sir Christopher urged the men 
that sinee they thought capital had 
the best of it, to step in and see what 
they could do, He tiade them a lib 
eral offer, both in the matter of the 
price and the terms of payment.

The above extract from an article 
on Western Canada in The Banner, a 
newspaper published in Clanton, Ala- 
bama, 3 a very good example of the 
way the members of the National Edi- 
torial associaticn who toured the weet 
recently, regard this part of Western 
Canada. <A place has to have some 
pretty strong attractions when it will 
call forth a statement like the above 
from a disinterested outsider, but Ed- 
monton evidently impressed the via- 
iting newspaper men as being just 
about the whole thing. So upon their 
return they have not gone about the 
matter in any half- hearted way, but 
have come right out with a _ plain 
statement of the facta and have given 
reasons why this part of the west is 
a desirable place in which to live. The 
following is the kind of advertising 
that Edmonton is getting throughout 
the length and breadth of the United 

“States this year :—- 
The “One Fiag” Idea. 

Clinton Register, Clinton, Tll.—‘‘The 
arrival at Edmonton waa at noon, and 
an hour later lunch wae served at one 
of the best hotels. A ride was then 
given in autos and carriages about 
the city for an hour when a two-hour 
rain Segan, and the pleasure of the 
ride ended. From 8 till 11.30 a pro- 
gram of specelica, musie and recita- 
tions was given and = refreshments 
served, with the British and American 


flags about the room. The superin- 
tendent of the Edmonton . schools 
thought the time would come when 


Canada and America would be under 
one ilag. Thia feeling is common in 
Canada. 

“Ecinonton is along the North Sas- 
katchewan river and most of it on an 
elevation about 100 to 150 feet higher 
than the river, Birch timber was 
cleared away to erect all the buikl- 
ings, and many new streets have been 
cut through dense growth of tregs 
that are from 20 to 40 feet high, and 
often onty enough trees have been 
cut on lots to build homes, many 
of which sre costly. Hundreds are 
living in tents among the trees be- 
cause they have not had time to build 
homes or do so rather than pay the 
high rent.

“The gtowth of the city the last five 
years has been wonderful. In 1901 
it had less than 3,000 people, and in 
1906 it had over 11,000, both these fig- 
ures being government census. It is 
now claimed the number is not less 
than 20,000, as the growth has been 
much more rapid since the first rail- 
road, the Canadian Northern, to enter 


the city, was. built in 1906. 3efore 
that the Northern Pacific entered 
Strathcona acrovs the river, which 


now has 4,000 people, and the two 
cities are soon to be united. The 
soil is black, but most of it is covered 
with emall trees and shrubs, so far 
as We éuw, and the growth of the city 
is ahead of the country’s develop- 
ment,” 
Many Natural Advantages. 

The Kokomo Daily Tribune, Ko- 
‘komo, Ind.—"Kdmonton, the capital 
of Alberta, nearly four hundred miles 
north of the Montana border, the 
great northern city of Canada, hos ua 
population of approximately 20,000. 
It is situated on the Saskatchewau 
river. It has doubled its populatiou 
in five yeors. Stretheona, tributary 
to Edmonton, has a population of 
about 3,500, situated two miles away 
on the opposite side of the Saskatche- 
wan river, Perhaps Edinonton pos- 
sessed the richest soil of any district 
in the west.

There 
is plenty of cnergy ua hustle, a good- 
ly pioportion of Americans, all dwel- 
ling together very cordially and all

Respect for 
law and obedience to constitutional 
authority are conspicuous everywhere, 
The civil Sunday is conscientiously 
and strictly kept. Excursions are not 
run on Sunday and o'!t commercial 
affairs are at a atandstill on the first 
day of the week. There are no sa- 
loons. Liquors sre sold at retail only 
in hotels, and the hotel must be o: a 
specified size and have a required 
number of rooms to permit the mains 
tenance of a bar. These bars close at 
7 o'clock Saturday evening end do not 
reopen until Monday morning. On 
other than Saturday evening the cloe- 
ing hour is ten. And the liquor scll- 
ers do not claim any Ueense to vio- 
late the law at will, as they do in ‘his 
country. On the contrary, they oocy 
the law and do not expect a suspen: 
sion of its enforcement in their favor. 
any more than it would be expesod 
that one might commit arson, theft 
er ourtes with impunity. This. ‘s 
better than we do things in this coun- 
try, anc in all other respecta there 
as an apparent tezard’ tor law and 
order whic Anericana may wel! can 
sider and otuulare, 

“There is no apparent sentiment 
for annexation with the United States 
and there is not the least antagonism 
to this country. On the contrary there 
is the most friendly fecling between 
the Canadians and the 
who were formerly citizens of . our 
country. They dwell together most 
amicably and have a very cordial wel- 
come ior all good people who come 
among them to live. In Calgary we 
were told how the people cele- 
brated Dominion day on July 1, and 
then followed) it with # rip-roaring 
old-fashioned celebration: on the 4th 
of July. <All joined heartily ‘in both 
events, the Canadians ng on the 
first and former Americans leading 
on the fourth, For the latter thay 
raised an ample fund, took a splendid 
brass band over from Dea Moines, Ia., 
and brought over $1,000 worth of fire 
works from (Chieago with an expert 
to touch them off. We were told thut 
this sort of a program is carried out 
every year in a number of places in 
Western Canada, and all goes off with 
the utmost cordiality and in a epirit 
of genuine fraternity. In this manner 
the people of Canada are harmonious 
and patriotic and they offer a moat 
hospitable welcome to worthy immi- 
grants, particularly to those of the 
United States.

Philadetphia Family. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 8—Capt. J. Clas 
ton Erb, of the Third Regiment Naticn- 
al Guard of Pennsslvania, and formerly 
actuary for Israel W. Darham, when he 
was State Insnrance Commissioner, was 
shot and killed in his home, Red Gables, 
in, Village Green, Deleware Countr, to- 
night, during a family quarrel. The 
shooting came as a climax to a series of 
doméstic troubles whieh Mr. Erb has re- 
cently experienced with his wife. Cap 
tain Erb, who was private secretary to 
Israel Durham, polttical leader of this 
city, Was one of the best known men 
in political circles in Philadelphia. 
\hout tw, year ago he was married and 
moved to Deleware county,  Reeently 
there were family quarrels 

On Angust 24th Mrs. Erb, who was 
Mrs. W. G. Rothermel, a divorced wo 
man, caused the arrest of Engene Paul- 
son, Mr. Erb's colored coachman, on a 
charge of threatening her life. At the 
hearing in the case she said that she 
had been informed that Paulson was act 
ing as a spy for Captain Erb, who 
stood hy the coachman at the hearing, 
as against his wife.

INNISFREE HOLDS ITS 
FIRST ANNUAL FAIR 


Enterprising and Energetic A 
tutal Society Organized and a Fair 
Promoted, Which Results in an 
Encouraging Success — Literal 
Prize List—The Winners. 


By a Staff Correspondent. + 

Innisfree; Oct, 8.—Great. undertak- 
ings spring from.small beginnings. 
The first annual fair of the Innisfree 
AgricultutaY Society, which closed to- 
day, althOugh of small _ pretensions 
was indicative of great things for the 
future. With a new organization and 
without any of the advantages of an 
old institution, the society was con- 
fronted by a no small] problem, There 
were no agricultural grounds, no ex- 
hibition hall, no race track, none of 
the things which contribu‘y so much 
to a agricultural fair. There was, 
however, a good farming country sur- 
rouuding Inhisiree, and the farmers 
felt that the time had come to make 
a beginning in this the most import- 
ant of rural institutions, 

They set to work. A liberal prize 
list was published as full and com- 
plete as any in the province and em- 
bodying all the latest suggestions 
from fair authorities. They had no 
hall, An implement shed was cleared 
out the morning of the first day of the 
fair and provision was made for a 
display of vegetables, grains and do- 
mestic manufactures, They had no 
racecourse. A level stretch of prairie 
crowning the summit of a hill was en- 


circled several times by a plow, and 8 


the wide strip between the ‘two fur- 
rows» was burned bare of grass. They 
had a band, but no bandstand. Sev- 
eral boxes were gathered together from 
the neighboring: stores, upright poles 
were run from, these;.a roof was 
thrown over the whole, a flag waved 
from the summit, and there was the 
bandstand, This progressive spirit on 
the part of the people of Innisfree is 
what augurs for more successful fairs 
insfuture years, 

The exhibits were not numerous, 
but told of a growing farming com- 
munity, There were horses that know 
what it. is to work, and cattle that 
know what it is to make beef and 
give milk. The vegetables were good 
and, the grains well matured and fair- 
ly free trom froet. The housewives 
arranged a splendid array of table 
luxuries and artistic needle work, A 
quilt was on exhibition, which was 
made of remnants from dresses worn 
by royalty, It has secured first ‘prize 
at London, Eng., and at Toronto ex- 
hibitions, Mrs, F. Bartlett, of Innis- 
free, is the owner of the quilt, 

The whole district was in Innisfree 
to-day to show their interest in the 
first agricultural fair. They showed 
their interest in the exhibits and 
were on hand, men, women, child- 
yen and babies when the racing events 
were called. All thoroughly enjoyed 
the day, and are justified in feeling 
that this first attempt can be greatly 
improved on next year. Many: regret- 
ted that they had no contributed more 
tosthe success of it than they had 
done, Music was supplied by the In- 
nisfree band,

by the business men of the town to 
show their interest rs
